Springfield — — At this stage 
the biggest threat to the re- 
election of U.S. Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson is the Illinois 
Democratic party. 

His problem is to avoid being 
caught in the middie in that 
increasingly obvious power 
struggle between Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 

At the Statehouse there are 
predictions that the Daley- 
Walker battle will be the 

test upheaval in Mlinois

old Chicago Kelley-Nash 
machine in the 1930s.

Walker's people accused Adiai 
of breaking a promise to help 
Walker stop construction of the 
controversial Chicago 
Crosstown . Daley 
is fighting strongly for it. 

No less than Victor 

DeGrazia, deputy and top aid 
to Walker, charged, that 
Stevenson had broken a com- 
mitment to help kill special 
Congressional legislation that 
would permit the Crosstown to 
be build without the governor's 
approval. 
‘Adding to  Stevenson’s 
problems with the Walker 
people was thé fact that 
Republican U.S. Sen. Charles H. 
Percy went along with the 
governor on the matter. 

‘Stevenson's forces, as is So 
often the case, pleaded that 
there had been a_ misun- 
derstanding about the terms of 
the commitment and that 
walker's people in Springfield 
‘did not understand the political 
realities in Washington.

But this could be a com 
paratively minor problem if the 
Walker-Daley forces use the 
1974 campaign as an arena for 
power struggle in advance of 
the 1975 Chicago mayoralty 
election and the 1976 statewide 
campaign. 

Stevenson's Springfield 
"supporters remain confident 
that he can win fairly easily 
next year on the strength of his 
name and ‘by exploiting the 
Watergate Affair. They hope he 
can stay out of the Walker 
Daley imbroglio, but Illinois 
politics being what they are this 
may be a-forlon hope.
